Instead it 
will be held over until] Wednesday 
morning when the statement will be 
issued, A large number of members

» city over Gunday expecting to 
hear this morning who the members 
of the new government are to be. 

There is much speculation as to 
whom the cabinet will embrace and 
there ,|have been many guesses, most 
of them being without much found- 
ation. 

Mitchell Attorney-Cereral. 

That the new attorney-genera! wil! 
be Judge Mitchell, of Medicine Hat, 
seems to be generally conceded. The 
judge is a strong personal friend of 
the new premier and a seat can easily 
be found for him in the House, as the 
Tepresentative of Medicine Hat con- 
stituency. The present member, W. T 
Finlay, is stil) ill at Toronto, and it 
is improbable that he will again take 
his seat. 

Marsinall Again in Cabinet. 

The ition of minister of agricul- 
ture wit again be filled by Duncan 
Marshall. This may be a surprise 
to many but it is said to be absolute- 
ly decided upon by those who are on 
the inside, 

It is not probable when the mem- 
bers of the cabinet are announced that 
the departments will be allotted. This 
will come later. 

Another name mentioned for eabinet 
honors is Dr. Warnock, Pincher 
Creek, and he was approached several 
weeks ago, but it is now more than 
possible that he will be replaced y 
A. J. McLean, of Lethbridge district, 
who is one of the strongest men of the 
far south. Mr. McLean is a large 
mine owner and has large influence. 

Northern Seat for Sifton. — 

It is altogether likely that Premier 
Bifton will sit for a northern consti- 
tueney. That Lac Ste. Anne will be 
his seat there is a strong probability, 
as the present incumbent may retire 
at any time to again accept the in- 
spectorship of fisheries, which he held 
at the time of becoming a member of 
the Legislature. Upon this question, 
however, ro definite announcement 
has been made. 

Although Judge Mitchel] is slated 
for a portfolio in the Sifton cabinet, 
it is not definitely known that he is to 
be attorney-general, The premier 
may decide to retain this oT 
himself, a position for which he is 
emiinently well qualified. 


Chinaman Fatally Burned in New 


York Tenement Fire. 


New York, N.Y., May 30.—China- 
town was just sinking to sleep this 
morning when its denizens were 
aroused by cries of fire end the 
seurrying of many feet through the 
dingy narrow _ streets. Patrolman 
Sullivan, of the Elizabeth street sta- 
tion, passing through Doyer street, 
had discovered flames bursting from 
the windows of a restaurant at Nos. 
15-17, on the ground floor of a six- 
sterey tenement, in which 200 Chin- 
ese were housed. Three Chinamen 
were burned and one died in the Hud- 
gon street hospital later. A dozen 
others were rm ga and were removed 
to the hospital.

HE MUST ANSWER 
PERJURY CHARGE 


Chapman Negro, Will Not be Hand- 
ed Over to U. S. Until This is 
Settled. 


The fifteen days in which habeus 
corpus procecdings may be taken to 
prevent the extradition of James 


Chapman, the negro, charged with the 
murder of Lawrence Mathews, of Still- 
water, Oklahoma, expired today and 
no action has been taken. Yet there 
is a possibility that Chapman may not 
be extradited at all. He is being held 
at Fort Saskatchewan, not on the or- 
der for extradition, but orf committal 
for trial on a charge of perjury. 
charge must first be disposed of before 
the negro can be handed over to the 
authorized agent of the United States 
government, in the person of Sheriff 
Fox, of Payne County, Oklahoma, who 
has been in Edmonton for over 4 
month in connection with the case. 
Perjury Charge First. 

The requisition for Chapman’s extra- 
dition has been sent to Ottawa, and 
the order for surrender under the hand 
and seal of the Minister of Justice is 
being awaited. But when this arrives 
the committment for perjury must be 
disposed of before the Mounted Police 


authorities will give up the prisoner, | 


who has been placed in their hands 
for safe keeping by J. A. O'Neil Hayes 
until such time as he shall have been 
brought to trial on the perjury charge 
or cleared of the offence. Chapman 
is charged with having committed per 
jury on April 26, 27 and 29 and was 
committed for trial on Monday, May 
2nd. 
A Difficult Problem. 
The problem which has arisen is a 


definite ruling of the criminal code cn 
the matter 

Section 24, R.8.C. 155, saye: ‘A 
fugitive who has been accused of an 
offence within Canadian jurisdiction, 
not being the offence for which 
surrender is asked, or who is undergo- 
ing sentence under a conviction in 
Canada, shall not be surrendered un- 
til after he has been discharged, whe- 
ther by acquittal or by expiration of 
hie sentence or otherwise.” 

Chapman is most anxious to 
extradition, now that the woman with 
whom he was jointly charged has been 
released, and his ease may be fought 
further in the courts.

He had been 
very successful in gefting promises of 
aid, but many of these promisea “did 
not come off,’’ as he described it. 

The theme Of faising funds caused 
him. to become reminiscent and he 
told a story or two. Qne man he had 
encountred was an autograph fiend. 
He came’ aboard his Ship at a certain 
place and after telling them that he 
had been abourd the ship and secured 
all their autographs ten years ago 
when they wére about to make a trip 
to the Antaretio and that he wanted 
them to sign up once more, They did. 
Sir Ernest was in need of considerable 
money at that time and he thought 
that this fellow who had evinced such 
a keen interest in their autographs 
might be willing to subseribe financial 
assistance to the expedition. So he 
went up to his home to “touch him.” 
There was no money coming, however, 
and the autograph fiend said he was 
“not sufficiently interested in the ex- 
pedition for anything like that but 
that he had just thought that their 
autograpl# would be nice to have. 

Autograph Fiend Again. 

On their refurn from the Antarctic 
ope of the first Yo céme ‘up and élasp’ 
his’ hatrid and heap congratulations 
eam was the autograph fiend.
